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Police services board 
budget in the works

INNISFIL — The Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury-Inn- 
isfil Police Services Board 
is working to finalize its 
budget. 

During a public meeting 
on Monday, board mem¬ 
bers presented the 2015 draft 
operating and capital budg¬ 
ets for South Simcoe Police 
and explained why costs are 
going up. 

Residents heard the police 
service has continued to find 
efficiencies, but there are 
some big ticket items and 
some unavoidable expendi¬ 
tures facing the force. 

The operating budget 
stood at $15.7 million in 
2014, split between Bradford 
West Gwillimbury and Innis- 
fil and based on assessment, 
the number of households in 
each municipalitieand pop¬ 
ulation. 

The draft 2015 budget pre¬ 
sented on Monday totalled 
$15.9 million, up by approx¬ 
imately $198,000 or 1.26%, 
in part due to salaries and 
benefits for uniform patrol 
officers — which are up by 
$453,831 as senior officers 
retire and are replaced by 
more junior patrol officers — 
offsetting other operational 
savings. 

As part of the negotiated 
contract with the South Sim- 
coe Police Association, the 


board intends to buy out 
banked time — which would 
otherwise pose an unfunded 
liability in the future — at a 
cost of $125,000 per year over 
the next three years. With the 
buy-out, the overall operat¬ 
ing budget comes to just over 
$16 million, a 2.06% increase 
over 2014. 

Board members pointed 
out the increase is more 
than offset by the projected 
growth in assessment in both 
municipalities, and with that 
growth estimated at 3%, the 
tax levy actually decreases by 
0.94%. 

"We have a lot to juggle," 
said board chairwoman Sha¬ 
ron Villani, adding the board 
has been trying to find the 
efficiencies that were prom¬ 
ised when Innisfil and Brad¬ 
ford West Gwillimbury opted 
to stay with South Simcoe 
Police, rather than switch to 
Ontario Provincial Police. 
But the budget also needs 
to address ongoing needs as 
the population continues to 
grow in South Simcoe and 
as more officers near retire¬ 
ment. 

Forty percent of the mem¬ 
bers of the service will be eli¬ 
gible for retirement in 2020, 
just six years away. 

"We haven't compensated 
for that in this budget but as 
we move forward, we'll have 
to look at it," Villani said. 

Other increases included 


in the budget are security 
enhancements at the Brad¬ 
ford Courthouse and acqui¬ 
sition of the NICHE com¬ 
munications and informa¬ 
tion system. It will improve 
multi-jurisdictional access 
to information and police 
records, provide GIS map¬ 
ping for police cruisers, and 
improve access to the sex 
offender registry, starting in 
April 2015. 

"We're part of a larger 
policing environment," said 
Chief Rick Beazley, noting 
that despite the upfront costs 
of $240,000 for the NICHE 
system in the capital budget 
and annual fees of $137,000, 
the system not only offers 
improved policing but also 
savings, with 24/7 IT support 
and free training included in 
the cost. 

Beazley pointed out that 
the South Simcoe Police 
Service recorded a sur¬ 
plus — after years of defi¬ 
cit — in both 2012 and 2013. 
An organizational review 
came up with 24 cost-cutting 
recommendations, some of 
which will be implemented 
immediately, he added. 

Beazley said the $353,000 
purchase of vehicles and 
phasing out of lease agree¬ 
ments, while incurring an 
initial capital cost, will also 
provide savings, especially 
since the force has been 
paying upwards of 11% and 


more on leasing costs. The 
costs will be partially cov¬ 
ered by $413,793 taken from 
reserves. 

Other costs included in the 
proposed budget are: $20,000 
to replace shotguns in patrol 
cars with newer carbines, 
$4,400 to replace old tacti¬ 
cal shields, $7,800 for new 
roadside screening devices, 
$15,000 for automatic licence 
plate readers (which will pro¬ 
vide patrols with more rapid 
identification of vehicles 
with expired plates and out¬ 
standing charges), $24,000 
for new mobile work stations 
in the cruisers and $90,000 to 
upgrade to the next level of 
911 service, which will allow 
the receiving of text mes¬ 
sages. 

"Some of these things, like 
the court security, we have 
no choice," said board vice- 
chairman Rod Hicks. 

The capital budget for 2015 
totals $810,000. 

Villani pointed out that the 
draft budget represents an 
"ask" by the board and that 
there is a need for further dis¬ 
cussion with the chief finan¬ 
cial officers of both Innisfil 
and Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury to look at issues that 
include funding sources and 
development charges. 

The goal is to finalize the 
budgets for adoption at the 
Nov. 17 police services board 
meeting.

ALCONA - An Innisfil senior lost his 
driver’s licence for three days after he 
was stopped by police Tuesday night. 

South Simcoe police on patrol stopped a 
car on Innisfil Beach Road just after 10 p.m. 

When an officer spoke to the driver, 
alcohol was smelled on his breath. A 


roadside screening test registered a ‘warn’. 

A 66-year-old man won’t be driving for 
three days. 

This year’s holiday RIDE campaign 
begins Nov. 20. 

Scam attempt 

South Simcoe police are warning 
people to be careful when dealing with 
strangers on the telephone, after an 
Innisfil woman reported a scam attempt. 

She received a pop-up number on her 
computer, telling her she had a virus, 
with a contact number displayed. 

When she called the number, the man who 
answered tried to demand money from her 
and personal information, to fix the problem. 

Police say this scam is common. Those 
locked out of their computers should 
take them to a reputable repair store. 

Never call the number on your screen, 
police say, and never give out personal 
information on the telephone.

What is your legal NAME? 

What is your name? This might seem like a simple 
question, but time and time again I come across 
clients who seemingly do not understand the 
significance of using their full legal name on legal 
documents. Clearly there are myriads of problems 
that will arise when someone choses to use a 
part of his name (except first & last), or an alias to 
complete a transaction. 

The Law Society of Upper Canada stipulates that a 
solicitor must verify a client’s identity by examining 
and taking copies of 2 pieces of valid, government 
issued identification (a heath card is not accepted). 

I recently had a client purchasing a house, who 
said his name was Wayne Brown. The Agreement 
of Purchase and Sale was offered and accepted in 
Wayne Brown, as well as the mortgage commitment 
came in the name of Wayne Brown. I therefore had 
no reason to suspect that this was not his full legal 
name. All the relevant documents to complete the 
purchase were therefore prepared in Wayne Brown. 
Fast forward to examining the client’s identification, 
and I find out his actual (legal) name is John Wayne 
Brown. When I ask him why all the documents say 
‘Wayne” but his identification says his first name 
is ‘John’, he simply replied, “oh I always use my 
middle name; I never use my first name”. 

How to Change vour Name 

Using a part of your name as your legal name, unless 
it is your first and last name, is not permissible for 
legal transactions. In order to have your legal name 
changed to something else, there are 3 forms 
available through the Province of Ontario, and you 
must apply under one of them. 

• Application to Change an Adult’s name - must 
be 16 years or older and lived in Ontario for at 
least the past 12 months. Fee is $137 for each 
adult name change. 

• Application to Change a Child’s name - child 
must be 17 years of age or younger, and lived in 
Ontario for at least the past 12 months. 

• Name Change Election - use if you want to 
change your last name because of marriage, 
divorce or death of your husband/wife. You can 
also use this application to change your last name 
while living with a person (same or opposite sex) 
together in a conjugal relationship outside of 
marriage. 

Changing your name is a huge decision. You should 
consider very carefully whether this is something 
you really want to do, and whether you are doing it 
for the right reasons.

No secrets for long 
in social media world 


T he scandal surrounding 
the firing of CBC radio 
personality Jian Ghomeshi raises 
many new questions about the way 
we communicate. 

Frankly ; there are more questions 
than answers. 

One of the first is ; why should 
anyone care about someone's 
bedroom preferences? 

But the questions and ; indeed 
answers, are likely to be more 
complex. 

Ghomeshi reportedly informed 
his higher-ups at CBC that he 
had a penchant for rough sex ; but 
that it was always a consensual 
scenario. He also is said to have told 
his bosses that a jilted lover was 
drumming up allegations against 
him and he wanted to get ahead of 
the traffic by coming clean. 

Initially; the CBC stood by 
him until a series of events sent 
the former Moxy Fruvous band 
member into a spiral toward 
unemployment and ridicule. 

CBC said Ghomeshi provided 
them with evidence; intended to 
prove the sex was consensual; but 
some senior management decided 
— consensual or not — what they 
saw was harm to another person 
and fired him. 

Ghomeshi took to Facebook to 
explain about his sexual appetite. 


but maintained his innocence and 
promised to meet every allegation 
head-on. He also slapped the CBC 
with a $50-plus million lawsuit. 

Since then, as many as nine 
women have come forward, saying 
what happened between them and 
Ghomeshi was not consensual. 

At least three have complained 
to police, something that had not 
happened until the social media 
storm. 

So, a high-profile name, the host 
of the radio show Q, went years 
without anyone raising concerns or 
questions. It takes a few Facebook 
posts and tweets and the whole 
world knows about it. 

Any financial ramifications for the 
CBC will, naturally be borne by the 
taxpayer. 

The "nobody's business" 
argument only applies if no laws 
were broken. 

His celebrity status was bound to 
draw more attention and by suing 
a taxpayer-funded institution, in 
some respects, the matter becomes 
everybody's business. 

Time will tell and perhaps the 
full truth might one day be known, 
but the lesson here is that social 
media has changed the way and 
speed with which we communicate 
all things and it doesn't look to be 
slowing down anytime soon.

The South Innisfil Creek Drain 
was finally back before the Drain¬ 
age Referee, Nov. 4 - after what 
had started as a routine request for 
maintenance of a municipal drain, 
14 years ago, ballooned into an 
engineering nightmare with a price 
tag of $6.7 million, plus over $1 mil¬ 
lion in engineering costs. 

With all costs to be assessed back 
to "benefiting landowners," the 750 
property owners within the drain¬ 
age area were looking at bills that 
ranged from hundreds, to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars each. 

The request for maintenance 
originally came from marsh farmer 
Boris Hordynslcy; when the Town 
of Innisfil failed to respond to his 
request, Horodynslcy applied to 
the Drainage Referee. In 2006, Ref¬ 
eree O'Brien ordered the Town 
to hire Dillon Consulting to com¬ 
plete an engineering study of the 
improvements needed, as speci¬ 
fied in "Options 1 and 3" of a pre¬ 
liminary report, and then under¬ 
take the work. 

Dillon's preliminary work had a 
price tag of about $2.9 million - but 
it took another 7 years before the 
engineers filed a "Final Report", 
and by then costs had more than 
doubled from the original esti¬ 
mate. 

The Town received the Final 
Report on August 15, 2013, but 
refused to accept it, asking for more 
consultation on the part of Dillon. 
The Town also applied to the new 
Drainage Referee, for relief from 
the terms of the original Order. 

On November 4, at the Barrie 
Courthouse, Drainage Referee Rob¬ 
ert G. Waters heard representations 
from the Town of Innisfil, origi¬ 
nal applicant Boris Horodynslcy - 
also opposed to the recommenda¬ 
tions of Dillon Consulting, and the 
landowners, who have formed the 
"South Innisfil Creek Drain Com¬ 
mittee," and who cited errors in the 


report, excessive scope, and costs 
that threaten to cause "undue hard¬ 
ship." 

The Town's Legal Counsel, 
Valerie M'Garry asked Referee 
Waters to "untie" the hands of the 
engineer - allowing the engineer 
to look at other options than those 
specified by the original Referee, 
"not to be tied to the solutions that 
back in 2006 seemed appropriate." 
She also asked that the Referee 
"untie the hands of Council so they 
can refer it to an engineer, not nec¬ 
essarily Dillon." 

Eric Gillespie, lawyer for the 
South Innisfil Creek Drain Com¬ 
mittee agreed. "Things are a lit¬ 
tle different today, than they were 
almost a decade ago," he said, citing 
changes in land ownership, costs, 
and a "different level of support." 
Gillespie suggested that the Town's 
requests presented "an opportu¬ 
nity to look at all those variables, in 
an ordered way," and come up with 
an acceptable, updated, and less- 
costly solution. 

Referee Waters agreed. In his 
decision handed down on Tues¬ 
day, he ruled that due to "unfore¬ 
seen cost increases", the condi¬ 
tions of the original order are lifted 
and no longer binding. Instead, 
the Town of Innisfil is now ordered 
to retain the services of "a drain¬ 
age engineer" to review the August 
2013 report and "suggest alterna¬ 
tives including but not limited to 
improvements to alleviate flooding 
and options that may provide for 
phasing, maintenance and repair." 

There was further relief for 
landowners. Based on an affidavit 
filed by Innisfil Director of Legal 
Services lason Reynar, Waters 
agreed that $400,600 of the costs 
already incurred are to be paid 
out of the general municipal 
levy - rather than by the benefit¬ 
ing landowners. Only those costs 
directly related to drain mainte¬ 
nance will be assessed against the 
property owners.

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Grits offer pot talk

Area residents are being 
asked what their thoughts are 
on the issues around mari¬ 
juana. 

The Barrie-Innisfil Federal 
Liberal Association is hold¬ 
ing a non-partisan town hall 
event on Sunday, Nov. 30 to 
learn what constituents think 
of the medicinal marijuana 
industry and the marijuana 
debate as a whole. 

“We want to find out what 
people in Barrie and Innis- 
fil think about all of this," said 
Colin Wilson, who recently 
withdrew himself from the 
association's board after 
announcing he was seeking 
the nomination for the rid¬ 
ing. A date for the nomination 
meeting has yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

Topics to be discussed will 
include whether pot should be 
decriminalized or legalized, 
and whether there should be 
easier access to medicinal 
marijuana. 

Wilson said guests from 
various sides of the pot debate 
will be speaking. 

“We'll have a recreational 
user who is quite knowledge¬ 
able who is quite interested 
in seeing legalization happen. 
We've got a retired police 
officer who is opposed to any 
legalization and we've got a 
mother whose child is deal¬ 
ing with a disability where 
medicinal marijuana might 
help out," he said, of some of 
the invited speakers. 

“I think we're going to 
guide the discussion a lit¬ 
tle bit based on the know¬ 
how the guests bring to the 
table and then we'll have 
some questions from the 
audience," he added. “The 


third section to the evening, 
people can just get up and 
speak to any of the issues. 
The floor is completely 
open." 

Canadians are ready for a 
frank discussion about mari¬ 
juana, Wilson said. 

“There's a lot of hope that 
comes from the medicinal 
use for many different ail¬ 
ments and end-of-life issues 
as well to make patients 
comfortable, for example. 
So that's one issue," he said. 
“And there's the legaliza¬ 
tion, for recreational use. We 
spend up to a billion dollars 
annually in Canada to police 
that. Young kids are end¬ 
ing up with records that are 
affecting their employment. 
We're putting a damper on 
organized crime, for example, 
if we were to look at legaliza¬ 
tion. 

“It's just time to open it 
up and have those discus¬ 
sions." 

Wilson is hoping partici¬ 
pants at the event put away 
their political stripes and 
discuss the issues. 

“It's going to be a clean 
slate going into the evening. 
It's going to be helpful for 
our riding," he said. “It really 
needs to be non-partisan 
if you're really trying to get 
citizens' voices on the mat¬ 
ter without all the political- 
strategic mudslinging. 

“Town halls, in general, 
for political parties are a 
good thing, especially when 
the issues are hot-button 
issues and I think this is one 
of them." 

The town hall will take 
place at The Terraces at Her¬ 
itage Square, 92 Dean Ave. in 
Barrie from 3 p.m. to 5 p.m.

The 22nd annual Innis¬ 
fil Studio Tour, held on Nov. 1 
and 2, sent visitors on a self- 
directed tour of 14 venues 
across Innisfil featuring works 
by 19 talented local artists and 
artisans. 

Works by established artists 
ranged from the paintings of 
Lisa Rankin and sensitive col¬ 
oured pencil works by Marcia 
Godbout (on display at Lisa's 
Palette gallery in Lefroy) to pho- 
tographs by internationally- 
acclaimed photographer John 
Bartosilc, weavings by Brenda 
Wauchope, jewellery by Cathy 
Eisner and Deeni De Medei¬ 
ros, and the carvings of Howard 
Greenaway at his Innisfil Ever¬ 
green Wood Carving studio. 

At Munro's Furnishings, 
three artists shared space in 
the entry area. Joanne Rich 
displayed her surprisingly 
sturdy paper 'light sculptures' 
— reeds bent into a free form 
and covered with three layers 
of hand-made paper — and 
Benitta Wilcox and her hand- 
knitted wearable art. 

Ron Haist, chosen as one 
of 13 Toronto 'Wildlife Artists 
who Soar' in 2012, demon¬ 
strated pyrography: the art of 
drawing with heat. An artist 
and poet, for the past five years 
Haist has been fascinated by 
pyrography and by the rela¬ 
tionship between the wild 
creatures he creates and the 
wood that serves as his canvas. 


"I love the wild," he said, and 
especially enjoys the detailed 
work, focusing on the eyes and 
using a single tone or colour to 
bring the animals to life. "To 
me, the most important thing 
is enjoyment," Haist says. "To 
bring to life a piece of wood: 
it's fun, a lot of fun!" 

The tour also included the 
second annual Youth Art 
Show at the Knock School- 
house heritage site on the 
9th Line of Innisfil. 

The youth show featured 
50 works by 38 emerging art¬ 


ists, all of them Innisfil students 
attending either Nantyr Shores 
Secondary School or Banting 
Memorial High School in Allis- 
ton. Hosted by the Innisfil Arts, 
Culture & Heritage Council 
(IACHC), which organized this 
year's studio tour, the juried 
Youth Art Show awarded prizes 
and recognized some of the 
best works.

"I joined the Navy, she 
joined the war effort, and we 
didn't meet for 65 years," he 
says. It was only when

of condolence, and the 
acquaintance was renewed.

was 16," Urwin laughs. "My 
twin sister was 16 going on 
19, too." Still, women had to 
be 21 to go overseas, which 
meant that she spent her 
years of service in Montreal. 

Urwin was simply main¬ 
taining a family tradition, by 
enlisting. "My father was in 
the first World War," a proud 
veteran of the Battle of Mons. 

There were roses for the 
ladies, and for the men, a 
glass stein, inscribed with 
"2014 Veterans' Appreciation 
Dinner" as a souvenir. In fact, 
Paul said, the Lions had only 
one regret: "We should have 
started this 20 years ago."
